the soldiers is: “How many points 
do you have?” Not many have the 
much coveted total of 85, although 
many have 80 or more. As for 
myself—I have only 48 points 
which, as someone remarked, might 
take me back to the banks of the 
Rhine or to the CBI. At the pres- 
ent time there is much speculation 
on the question of what will hap- 
pen to us now that the war in the 
ETO is over. A few think that 
we might become part of the army 
of occupation; others think that we 
will go to the CBI direct; but the 
majority of the men have it on 


return to the States before we go 
to the Pacific war. Time will tell 
who is right—some say that we 
will know our fate within the next 
three weeks. 


Since the Russians have taken 
over our hard-earned position East 
of the Elbe River we have moved 
back West to take over the tem- 
porary occupation of a section of 
Germany. This division is occupy- 
ing the Province of Brunswick. The 
artillery is responsible for the 
Kreis (County) of Helmstedt. This 
work of occupation is not easy. The 
army must establish new laws 
among the people; it must protect 
the civilians from the . imported 
laborers who are seeking revenge 
for past mistreatments; it must 
control the distribution of food, 
clothing, and fuel; and there are 
countless other things which the 
army must take care of so that 
these people can get on their feet 
again. Very much has been ac- 
complished within the past two 
weeks, Soon the work will be 
much easier for the army. 


This part of Germany ‘is Luther- 
an country. Each little village has 
its Lutheran church, Many of these 
are without pastors; the others are 
nearly empty on Sundays. The 
larger towns and cities usually have 
a Catholic church. These are pack- 
ed on Sundays. There is a beau- 
tiful church in this town. On Sun- 
day mornings the pastor has a “full 
house” at both of his Masses.

church for a visit and to recite my | 
rosary. While I was there the peo- | 
ple began to gather for May de- 
votions. The crowd consisted most- 
ly of older men and women, and 
children, but yet it was almost 
filled to gapacity. The local pas- 
tor has told me that his people are 
very much edified to see so many 
American soldiers gathering for 
Mass on Sunday, going to confes- 
sion and receiving Holy Commu- 
nion. 


A few days ago I visited one of 
the camps which is taking care of 
the displaced personnel. Here they 
will await transportation to their 
native country. This camp was 
for Russians; although it was first 
prepared to take care of men, there 
were a few Russian wives and chil- 
dren there. The lieutenant in 
charge introduced me to the group 
as a Catholic priest. Then he ask- 
ed me if I wished to say Mass for 
these people. I explained to him 
that most of the Russians are mem- 
bers of the Orthodox church, so 
perhaps he should ask them if 
they would like for me to say Mass 
for them. Without hesitation the 
man who had been appointed to be 
the official representative of this 
group replied that the people would 
welcome an opportunity to attend 
Mass. The time and place were 
arranged. 

As the hour for Mass drew near 
the people began to gather around 
the altar which was prepared in 
nature’s open air cathedral which 
I had often used in the past. The 
women seemed to be content with 
their mode of dress. As the men 
walked towards the altar some 
brushed their coats, others were 
combing their hair, while others 
rubbed their hands across their 
beard perhaps wondering if they

Monsignor Ryan 
Urges Congress 
To Pass FEPC 


Public Morality Would 
Be Aided By Permanent 
FEPC, Fr. LaFarge Says 


Washington, June 25 —(NC)— 
In a prepared statement to a Sen- 
ate sub-Committee on Appropria- 
tions, the Rev. Msgr. John A.-Ryan, 
Director of the Department of So- 


cial Action, National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference, speaking in his 
own name, strongly urged the es- 
tablishment of a permanent stat- 
utory Fair Employment Practices 
Committee. 


In submitting his testimony, 
which was presented to the com- 
mittee by the Rev. George G. 4ig- 
gins, Monsignor Ryan asserted 
that “the substance of the argu- 
ment for the continuation of the 
present F.E.P.C. is concisely and 
comprehensively expressed in a re- 
cent letter written by the Most 
Rev. Rebert E. Lucey, Archbishop 
of San Antonio, in which he says: 
“My reason for supporting this 
legislation is a very simple one, 
Negroes, Mexicans and other mi- 
nority groups are human beings 
like ourselves, creatures of equal 
dignity and identical destiny. The 
Ten Commandments, threatening 
sanctions in the future, have not 
brought them justice. Only civil 
law, applying sanctions now, can 
compel unscrupulous employers to 
treat them fairly.” 


Continuing Monsignor Ryan 
said: “The moral part of the ar- 
gument expresses the belief of al 
Christians who are “logical and of 
all non-Christians who believe in 
the teaching of the moral law of 
nature, which declares that all hu- 
man persons possess intrinsic worth 
and dignity and that all are equal 
in this respect. Among the impli- 
cations of this fundamental prin- 
ciple is the truth that all human 
beings have a moral claim to those 
conditions and opportunities of life 
and labor which are necessary to 
safeguard their human dignity and 
to live lives worthy of beings made 
in the image and likeness of God.” 


Decrying the assertion by séme 
opponents of the bill in question 
that “you cannot make men moral 
by legislation,” Monsignor Ryan 
said: “If that argument were 
pushed to its logical. conclusion it 
would be equivalent to the asser- 
tion that we should abolish all the 
civil laws against murder, theft, 
extortion, and many other crimes, 
om the ground that you cannot 
make men virtuous by legislation.” 


Monsignor Ryan contended that 
the present temporary’ F-.E.P.C.

forced over considerable areas and 
that “the welfare of thousands up- 
on thousands of Negroes and other 
minority groups has been promoted 
by the assistance and enforcing of 
the law.”

“The obligation 
we have in mind is a quite different 
one: It is that the employer shall 
not refuse employment to any man, 
who is next in line for any open, 
specific job, and in all other re- 
spects is fully qualified and accep- 
table, merely upon the ground of 
his race, color or creed.

The writer was told, during the very peak of that war, by an Italian Archbishop, who 
is now Papal Delegate to Australia, that the Italion people did not have their hearts in that war 
from the beginning, that even after victory seemed certain they were most disunited on that 
issue; and that if they later became more united it was because England called the Council 
of the League of Nations together to demand that no nation trade with Italy. This was 
the application of what is known as “sanctions.” 


On June 12, the Vatican, in an eighteen page pamphlet, described the efforts made 
by the Holy See to keep Italy out of the war. The Pope wrote to Benito Mussolini on April 
24, 1940, pleading with him “to spare our and your beloved country such a great calamity.” 
On May 13, or less than one month after the Pope wrote that letter, Dina Alfieri, newly named 
Italian envoy to Berlin, told the Pope that Mussolini was “irritated” because the Pope wired 
his sympathy to the Netherlands following the German invasion of -the low countries. In 
reply to. this the Pope said that he did his duty and that “we are not even afraid of being 


sent to a concentration camp.’

HERE was a B-25 buzzing town

Our Red Cross job was to help 
the Army teams care for these 
victims of the “supermen” ,..

000 victims there were 21 nation- 
alities represented with almost 
as many languages spoken. Their 
comeback has been remarkable. 
Though it is only a matter of 
weeks since these dreadful ex- 
periences, they are laughing now 
at the Nazi practices, mocking 
them in plays and songs... . 

I attended a memorial service 
for the dead at one camp—for 
51,000. These victims cannot be 
brought back to life, but GIs and 
officers alike who have. seen 
things like this have no doubt 
as to one of the reasons why we 
are fighting.

In a crude little chapel on a 
small coral island of the Pacific, 
this congregation of mixed ser- 
vice men feels the presence of 
Christ as we take active part in 
the offering of the Holy Sacri- 
fice every Sunday. This very real 
experience is not emotionalism 


brought on by fear. It is our 
first taste of the Liturgical 
Movement. 


This experience could be had in 
every theatre of war as well as 
in every home parish, and such 
is our, ardent hope. Through the 
persevering and convincing ef- 
forts’ of our Chaplain, Father 
Kelly (formerly of Nazareth Col- 
lege, Rochester, New York) we 


are beginning to understand 
what it means to “pray the 
Mass.” Suddenly it has come 


home to us forcefully that never 
before, during the space of our 
young lives, have we really 
drawn from the Mass the in- 
spiration, incentive and momen- 
tum intended by Christ. Form- 
erly, both in the service and at 
home, to most of us the Mass 
meant little more than forty- 
five minutes of standing, kneel- 
ing and sitting while we rever- 
ently watched the sacred ritual. 
The real presence of Christ and 
union with Him never struck us 
‘because we weren’t a part of the 
action. 


Why Guys Miss Mass 


Not all boys in the Service 
are found regularly at Sunday 
Mass. Among the large ‘number 
who absent themselves various 
reasons are at work. Some few 
became involved with girls be- 
fore leaving for overseas. They 
have a troubled affd guilty con- 
science and have chosen to stay 
away rather than to square 
themselves. A larger number 
are adept at finding excuses and 
easily create in their own minds 
“reasons” which they deem ade- 
quate for missing Mass. The 
“strongest reason” affecting the 
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majority is the lack of deep and 
real understanding of the Mass. 
Before we had the opportunity 
of participating actively in the 
sacred mysteries and before we 
were being instructed on the vi- 
tal truth of the Mass, I had been 
met again and again by refusal 
to accompany me to Mass on the 
part of my Catholic buddies and 
tent-mates, because as they said: 
“Aw! I don’t get anything out of 
it.” Now, thanks again to the 
courage and persistence of our 
Chaplain, they will come because 
I can tell them, with absolute 
assurance, that they will get 
much, while they also take part 
in the only perfect act of wor- 
shipping God. 

Certainly we were taught in 
our parishes and schools. the 
meaning of the Mass, but for 
some reason those lessons did not 
reveal to us the Holy Sacrifice 
in its purposeful proposition. We 


were superficially acquainted 
with some of the externals but 
but we remained “silent specta- 
tors” at an action we thought 
too profound to understand. 


What We've Got Straight 


The change has come for us 
not through a series of deep 
theological lectures. Doubtless 
very few of us can adequately 
express what .we feel, or can 
give a correct explanation of 
what the Liturgical Movement 
embraces. Our spiritual joy 
grows with each Mass, because 
our active participation brings 
Christ more visibly into our 
midst. Since this is a fact, the 
privations, anxieties and possible 
fate in battle, which are present 
to us daily, are being accepted 
more courageously and more con- 
fidently.

The 
world was lost because it refused 
to sacrifice, refused to keep holy 
the first fruits of the Garden. The 
world is being lost to-day because 
it is too busy to sacrifice, to busy 
to keep holy and for God’s service 
the first fruits of its time. 
world was saved when Eternal Life 
was sacrificed in time and for 
time; the world to-day can be saved 
only if time is sacrificed for Eter- 
nal Life. The modern world is eag- 
er to save time; but it has not yet 
learned that time can be saved only 
if it is lost in God’s service.

Don’t ask 
him where he got his injury ... and 
how... and when.

means, listen. But in the meantime, 


help him to forget. 


He may be awaiting your first reaction 
to his changed appearance. So, if you 

can’t look at his injury without having 
your feelings betray you . . . don’t look,

(On the other hand, don’t pretend 
he hasn’t changed. He knows that 
he has. And he expects you to be 


honest with him.) 


Include him in all possible social 
gatherings. There’s no better way for 
him to learn that his disability hasn’t

ractically no one remembers “to 
bury the dead.” 


IT is true that people are very 
busy. Men are at War; women 
are working outside of their homes, 
and many people have good ex- 
cuses for not practicing the char- 
ity of burying the dead. But it is 
noticeable that men and women 
will find ample opportunity to call 
at the mortuary or in the home to 
pay respect to the dead and offer 
comfort to the living, which is 
very fine; but it is also noticeable 
that many people have leisure to 
attend the funeral Mass and have 
no desire to do so. The dead stand 
in need of prayers. Would it not 
be a great work of mercy, when 
duty does not prevent, to attend 
the funerals of friends and dis- 
tant relatives—one expects those 
who are closely related to the de- 
ceased to be present when p0ds- 
sible, and such usually do attend 
the funeral Mass? 


BURY the dead is a Corporal 
Work of Mercy! It is my belief 
that if more people thought of at- 
tending funerals in a spirit of holy 
charity our churches would not be 
so empty when the dead are rolled 
into them for the last time on 
earth!

IF one has leisure and knows 
how to be useful, it is simply won- 
derful to relieve the family of an 
invalid by offering to sit with that 
invalid for a few hours and to wait 
on the sick. Not everyone can 
afford a trained nurse, or even a 
practical nurse, for the latter to- 
day charge as much as the former 
did before the War. 


THE sick often can not stand 
chatter and confusion. So the vol- 
untary helper must bear in mind 
the particular needs of the patient 
assisted. But if a patient is con- 
valescent and cheerful conversa- 
tion, words of encouragement, and 
a bit of spiritual thought will 
prove acceptable, think what good 
can be done by a visit to such a 
person. A chronic invalid may be 
delighted to have someone pray 
the Rosary with her, or recite the 
Litany of the Blessed Virgin. The 
critically ill appf€ciate short pray- 
ers, and ejaculations of love, con- 
fidence, faith, and _ contrition. 
A well chosen book on the spiritual 
life will give the right soul tonic 
and even lend aid to the physical 
buildup of a convalescent or to a 
bedfast patient. One who has tact 
does not force attentions. One 
takes in a situation and acts ac- 
cordingly. But, oh, what a bless- 
ing is the kind heart to the sick; 
what a comfort the gentle hand, 
and how sweet on weary ears the 
friendly voice of an_ interested 
visitor! 


THE SELFISH ARE NEVER 

Whether any one ever comes to 
see you when you are sick, even 
though you feel abandoned by rela- 
tives and friends, never permit 
yourself to become sour and sel- 
fish. Make a resolution now—to- 
day!—that you will be generous in 
doing works of mercy in the name 
of Christ and out of love for your 
neighbor because that neighbor is 
made to the image and likeness of 
God, because that neighbor was so 
precious to the Lord Jesus that 
He died for his (or her) salvation.

OLIC ART AND CULTURE, as 
it would have provided an excel- 
lent expression of appreciation of 
the teacher’s labors in endeavor- 
ing to form cultural awareness in 
the acquisitive mind of a sensi- 
tive pupil. 

Mr. Watkin divides his history 
of Christian art into five periods, 
under the following: 

} The Classical Autumn, The 
Christian Spring; 

Summer: Medieval Christendom; 

Late Summer: The Renaissance; 

Autumn: The Age of Baroque; 

Winter: The Modern World. 

Perhaps others will share my 
surprise in finding the author gives 
wide focus to the baroque.

The Papal Secretary of State 
pointed out that Cardinal Munde- 
lein was a citizen of the United 
States and that the German gov- 
ernment had accepted in silence its 
failure to get any satisfaction 
from the American Department of 
State, Now, a note addressed to 
the Vatican by Germany said the 
situation “has set aside the prem- 
jses for a normal development of 
the relations between the German 
Government and the Curia.” 


Upholds Cardinal’s Right 


“Without wishing to discuss the 
intervention with the Government 
of the United States,” the Panal 
Secretary of State replied, “the 
Holy See nevertheless cannot fail 
to observe that the use of two 
diferent measures is more than 
unusual. All the more so because 
that part of the speech to which 
the German Government has taken 
the strongest exception, was be- 
yond the domain of ecclesiastical 
polities and contained statements 
and remarks of quite another na- 
ture by a prominent American cit- 
zen, who only made use of his 
constitutional rights as guaranteed 
him by the Constitution of his 
country when he referred to some 
facts which are publicly known.” 


The address referred to was one 
w.ich Cardinal Mundelein deliver- 
ed before 500 priests of the Arch- 
diocese of Chicago, for whom he 
reviewed some of the persecutions 
to which the Catholic Church and 
Catholic personalities were being 
subjected in nazi Germany at that 
time.

A Reminder to Nazis

its ways of writing served neither 
the well-understood German in- 
terests nor the normal develop- 
ment of diplomatic procedure.” It 
also pointed to “the great merits 
of the Cardinal towards the Ger- 
man nation in the grave years 
after the War” (First World War), 
and said it must have been confus- 
ing to the German people to see 
this distinguished figure, “counted 
among the previous benefactors 
of the nation,” denied all good 
faith and veracity by propaganda 
within Germany itself. 


“If now this press campaign has 
aroused on the American side an 
echo which is obnoxious to Ger- 
man interests,” the Papal note 
added, “the Holy See is absolutely 
powerless with regard to a develop- 
ment for which it is not respon- 
sible.”

Clergyman Slain By — 
Nazis, Was Admirer | 


Of Catholic Church 


Zurich, Switzerland, June 25 — 
(NC)—Apolegetische Bloetter, Swiss 
Catholic bi-monthly published here, 
recalls that the Rev. Kaj Munk, 
heroic Protestant minister of Den- 
mark who was murdered by the 
nazis, has repeatedly expressed his 
admiration for the Catholic Church. 
In the newspaper Juetlaendische 
Pest of November 15, 1936, for 
instance, Dr, Munk had this to soy 
on the occasion of the anniver- 
sary of the Protestant Reforma- 
tion: ‘“‘My respect for the Church 
of. Rome is great, my odmiration 
of her idea boundless. for what 
is her idea? Humanity as one 
family led by one spirit and yet 
with the proper understanding for 
national differences.” | 


Shortly afterwards Dr. Munk 
wrote as follows in The Copenha- 
gen daily Natienaltidende: “How 
would it be, if Denmark today were 
Catholic? Would we be worse off 
for it? It is true thot we are sat- 
istied today to be free and to have 
dispensed with parts of the Cath- 
olic doctrine. But much was also 
lost that is good. Now lay people 
hear confession rather than priests. 
What meaning has Holy Commun- 
nion for our people today? In the 
place of the Catholic understand- 
ing of al] things human, of Cath- 
olic feasts and the splendor of 
Catholic liturgy we now have a 
bourgeois theology and formalism. 
And our .singing of Psalms? Could 
we not have it as Catholics as 
well? 


‘Monastic retreats where peo- 
ple could find refuge when they 
want to breck away from. the 
world most certainly would not be 
to the discredit of our country,” 
Dr. Munk continued. “Yes, in- 
deed, we miss in our church the 
cohesion, the great perspectives, the 
splendor, We miss the crozier and 
the incense, we miss above all the 
Mother of God, Mary. We miss 
the Mass for the dead and a ser- 
vice that mokes us feel that we 
are close to them. We miss Bis- 
hops of great caliber.”

Are Not Kept 


Irish Bishops Sternly 
Protest Injustices To 
The Polish People

Dublin; June 25—(NC)—Unles# 
the Western Allies in the Treat- 
ment of Poland “stand firm to 
their pledged word and to the dem- 
ocratic principles of which they 
made such ample profession during 
the war, then a true and lasting 
peace becomes impossible and the 
hopes and longings which now fill 
the hearts of men are certain to be 
frustrated,” members of the Irish 
Hierarchy declared in a resolution 
adopted at a general meeting held 
at Maynooth College. 


His Eminence Joseph Cardinal 
MacRory, Archbishop of Armagh 
and Primate of all Ireland, presid- 
ed at the meeting. The resolution 
stated that the Cardinal, the Arch- 
bishops and Bishops of Ireland 
“offer once more to the Polish na- 
tion our deep sympathy in the un- 
paralleled trials and sufferings that 
she underwent during the war and 
which the cessation of hostilities 
has done nothing to mitigate.’ 

“Although she was the first to 
throw down the gauntlet to aggres- 
sion,” the resolution stated, “and 
although the Western Nations 
joined in the conflict to preserve 
her freedom and independence, yet 
the end of the war in Europe finds 
her still crushed beneath the heel 
of a cruel and ruthless oppressor, 


Territories Threatened; Freedom 
Denied 

“Her territories are threatened 
with dismemberment; her people 
are being denied the fundamental 
democratic right of freedom to 
choose their own government; po- 
litical and religious persecution is 
rampant,” the resolution said. 

Coupling a call to prayer to the 
Irish people with a solemn pro- 
test over the unjust treatment be- 
ing accorded Poland, the members 
of the Hierarchy concluded the re- 
solution with these words: 

“We solemnly protest against 
the injustices to which one of the 
oldest and most gallant nations of 
Europe is being subjected and we 
ask our people, whose history is in 
so many ways like that of the 
Poles, to join with us in supplicat~ 
ing the All Merciful God to com- 
fort Poland in her sorrow and to 
avert the further evils with which 
she now is being threatened.” 


Nation Te Give Thanks 


Arrangements were discussed at 
the meeting for the observance of 
a national day of thanksgiving to 
God that Ireland was spared from 
the ravages of war. In this con- 
nection the members of the Hier- 
archy exhorted that the faithful go 
to Confession and Communion on 
the day and that wherever possible 
the Blessed Sacrament be exposed. 

Cardinal MacRory in an address 
to newly-ordained priests asked for 
their earnest prayers for the wel- 
fare of His Holiness Pope Pius 
Xil. He said that for years the 
Holy Father has been “outstand- 
ing as the world’s champion of jus- 
tice, charity and peace,” and he 
besought the priests to beg God 
‘to continue to support and 
strengthen him that his health 
might continue to bear the enor- 
mous strain just upon it.”
